A well known patent attorney in this 


city, who was in California in the early 
mining clays, apropos tho publication in 
Tho Post of the cost of carrying mails 
oil tho Ynkou, makes SOLDO interesting 
state-inputs ithoiit birmliir service on tho 
Pacific coai.c iu 1849-50: 


"Wo hart to pay §1 for every letter 


sent or ipcenerl," ho states, "besides 
ti;e government pcstnge. Wo were in 
tl;o unijcn iind had to FCIK! a messenger, 
with an oulor for the postmaster to do- 
hver to him our mail nt Sacrainouto, a 
distance of from 73 to 100 miles, ac- 
cording to (he locution of tho camps. 
Pui-tiLd u.ido a LnMucss of carrying the 
mail and Lnd itgulnr routes aronnd 
through tho mining carups. 


"At that time mail went by way of 


tho isthmus, thcro bciiir; but cue steam- 
er ovcry three v,ie).9 A, a result, at 
San Piancis-co aurt at li.icramento, the 
two main offices ajd fcapply points for 
tho blato, there v,onld ba a lar^e crowd 
wailing o\eiy timo a mail arrived.

"Geutleinou: The Treasury is will- 


ing to furnish gold for any legitimate 
demand, but if you attempt to draw 
upon the Treasury gold after to-day us 
you are now doing, for hoardiue or 
speculation, I shall adopt an effective 
remedy for the protection of the Gov- 
ernment's reserve.

will pay in gold." 
" Make no mistake about that gentle 


men," icplied Mr. Manning. " The law 
says ' coin,' and the treasury will ex- 
ercise its undoubted prerogative." 


That ended the raid on the Treasury. 


The gold men saw that if they per- 
sisted the greenbacks which they pre- 
sented would be partly redeemed in sil- 
ver dollars,of which under theAc t of 1&7J 
not less than two million were coined 
monthly. Now the coinage of silver 
dollars is virtuallj if not actually sus- 
pended and the coins of that denomin- 
ation in the Treasuiy are held for the 
redemption of silver notes, which, by 
the way, being receivable for duties on 
imports, are preferable to greenbacks 
Now the Administration is hypnotized 
by the gold speculators, and Mr. Car- 
lisle instead of exercising the option 
which is given him by law of redeem 
ing Treasury notes and greenbacks in 
coin (gold or silver) pays out gold e.\ 
eluMvely, aud with a cash bai-iiu-e of 
nearly $150,000,000 in the Treasury 
sues interest-bearing bonds for gold to 
pkv.se the brokers. One of the very 
tiTdtactsof the Republican House of 
Representatives WHS to pass » lull to 
iucreasa the bond issue aud not a Ke- 
publicau newspaper or boss in the 
State of Nevada denounces the outrage 
or commends tho Senators who ara ad- 
vocating the passage of a silver bill as 
substitute for the bond bill lest they 
should injure the party. 


THE SILVKK CONFERENCE. 


A conference of prominent silver ad- 


vocates, including the members of the 
Executive Committee of_the American 
Bimetallic League 
was 
opened in 


Washington yesterday. The object cf 
the meeting is to consolidate tho sev- 
eral silver organizations into one aud 
to determine when and whero to hold a 
national silver convention for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for 
President and Vice President of the 
United States. Over one hundred per- 
sons from all parts of the country were 
in attendance, among them Wharton 
Barker, the Philadelphia banker, who 
is an enthusiastic advocate of free 
coinage. 


General Warner said there is no hope 


of winning the fight in detachments in- 
side the parties controlled by the gold 
standard men. Gold was written on the 
walls of the inner temples of both old 
parties and it could be obliterated only 
by tearing down the walls. 


Speeches were made by Senator 


Stewart, Wharton Baker and others, 
and committees were appointed to pre- 
pare resolutions and to arrange for a 
National Convention. 


lathe conference are several persons 


who have not yet severed their rela- 
tions with tho old parties, but will do 
so if the National Conventions of those 
parties do not unequivocally declare 
for free coinage. To-day resolutions 
will probably be adopted and the time 
and place named forholdiug aNatioual 
Convention to which all who place the 
remonetization of silver above party 
will be invited to send representatives. 
All agree that the time for action has 
arrived and men must choose between 
parties which uphold the single gold 
standard and those who believe iu the 
free coinage of gold and silver.
